THE SETTLEMENT. OF THE * . 


COREAN DIF: FICULLY.

Thie ‘Corean question, as § China is con- 
cerned, according to news received in Shanghai, 
has been settled, An Imperial Decree, dated the 
23rdinstant, has reached here, by telegram, from 
Pekin, which states in effect, that Corea is sub- 
ject to. the suzerainty of China, and that the 


Coreans have, so far, acceded, to the wishes ofthe |° 


Celestial Government, in no tnmeasured terms, 
LThe Chinese Government thinks that the isolated 
country isso far under the control of China that 
‘itis considered ynquestionably a dependency of 
China. From a free translation we learn that in 
‘Chang Shu Shen's (Viceroy of Tientsin) nyemorial 
to' the ‘Throne, the Corean Country has been 
‘overrun by insubordinate soldiers., According to 
the report of the 6th Moon of this year, the rebels 
surrounded the Corcan Palace, and murdered the’ 
uecn and several of the highest officials; and 
also Yestroyed the Japanese Legation., 
that matters -were. assuming a serious aspect, 
vthe authoritics ordered» Chang Shu Shen to |. 
“take, the Chinese expedition to Corea, and 
he was in charge of both the naval and peti 
forces, Li-Hung-Chung’s leave having expire

Careans, settled’ dawn in the 
‘most peaceable manner, The Corean outbreak 
was not occasioned by any animosity to the Ja- 
panesc or other foreigners, but to the want’ of 
Wwages‘on the part of the soldiers, and it is, be- 
lieved the rebels were aided by Li-Sht-yin, which 
means “Ts-yun-kiien,” On the officersin connec- 
tion with the Chinese expedition feaching Seoul, 
they arrested Li-She-Yin, and hadhim transported 
to Tientsin. .On his trival there, the Chinese, 
fevernment deputed Li-Hung- Chang and Chau. 
shu-shen to institute an inquiry, Upon their Me- |: 
morial to the Throne, it was shown that the King of 
Corea, in his youthful days handed over the Go- 


{ vernment of his country to Li Shd-yin, who was 


‘always known as a most cruel man, and even 
treated the King ina most obnoxious manner. 
Li Shd-yin, having been appointed Regent during 
the King's minority assumed the extreme power 
over the country, and induced one of his: sons, |" 
named Li Chai-sin to atiempt the assassination 
ofthe King. The rebellion, however, saon-broke

She-yin, but he could not ‘stop the revolution.
